London, Jan. l l . —T he dispute over 
the Balkau peace term s took a decid­ 
edly grave turn, when R um ania threw 
a new firebrand Into th e smouldering 
em bers of the w ar by practically de­ 
livering an ultim atum to Bulgaria. 
According to a dispatch from Sofia, 
the Bulgar capital, R um ania dem ands 
the cession of Silistria and the te rri­ 
tory to th e north of a line stretching 
from th ere to K avarua, on th e Black 
sea. 
To enforce th e se dem ands R um ania 
decided to mobilise her arm y if she 
does 
not 
obtain 
within 
forty eight 
hours satisfaction from Bulgaria in re­ 
gard to the rectification of her fron 
tier, 
according to a dispatch 
from 
B ucharest to the P aris Tem ps. 
This 
new 
developm ent, 
following 
hard upon T urkey's th re a t to recall 
her peace 
envoys 
unless the allies 
modify their conditions, has changed 
the hope of an early peace into gloomy 
foreboding. 
The m eeting of the am bassadors of 
th e powers to discuss the Balkan sit­ 
uation ended w ithout any definite re­ 
sults. 
They discussed the deadlock 
of the peace conference and conferred 
s s to possible solutions for tw o hours, 
after which they decided to refer the 
points raised to their respective gov 
ernm ents. 
They will m eet again on 
Monday. 
O rders are expected from the R u t 
elan war m inister, retaining with the 
colors all time-expired soldiers in the 
arm y who, under ordinary conditions, 
should have been dism issed to the re­ 
serve two m onths ago. They will prob­ 
ably be retained until April 14. 
It is understood that the failure of 
the attem pt to arran g e a joint Ans 
trian and R ussian dem obilization has 
forced Russia to rem ain prepared for 
eventualities. N evertheless, the tone of 
diplom atic circles indicates m arked op­ 
timism. R eports from W arsaw tell of 
Rush orders for the com pletion of the 
fortifications and of Russian arm y of­ 
ficers who are sending their valuables 
to places of safety. 
A C onstantinople dispatch says th e 
European am bassadors there succeed 
cd In drawing up a colorless note that 
will probably be presented on Monday 
to the Turkish governm ent. The docu­ 
ment 
guardedly advises 
T urkey to 
yield on the question of Adriunople, 
but no suggestion is m ade of pressure 
being brought to bear by the powers 
[ to insure the acceptance of this ad­ 
vice. 
According to inform ation 
received 
from Bucharest. Hie Rum anian govern­ 
ment has decided on Im m ediate arm ed 
occupation of the n o rtheastern corner 
of Bulgaria 
In s o m e q u arters it is thought that 
the announcem ent, m ade as it is at a 
critical moment of tile peace negotia 
tions. is not intended seriously, but is 
designed to bluff Bulgaria into giving 
way. 
The losses of the Greek troops fight­ 
ing against the T u rk s in the vicinity 
of Janina have been very heavy. To 
date they have lost no fewer than 7000 
killed and wounded, according to Sa 
lonika advices The sixth division of 
the Greek arm y left th ere under orders 
to assist in tile subjection of the T u rk ­ 
ish fortress of Janina.
